State Warehouse and Inspection Law on 
the Illinois Plan a Remedy. 


The question of short weights in grain re- 
céived in this market is one that has been 
agitated time and again; indeed it might pe 
said it is a steady and endless source of com- 
Plaint from country shippers who send their 
grain here and a constant source of worry and 
annoyance to the receiver in this city. It hag 
now been brought directly before the Ex- 
change by the late action of the elevator men 
in their request that’ the Exchange appoint 
special agents who shall supervise the weigh- 
of ing a) grain arriving here and going into el- 
evator, and others who shall act as detectives 
or watchmen in the railroad ‘yards to 
prevent outside stealing from the cars before 
they are unloaded. While on the face 
this request of the elevators seems 
honest and straightforward enough, yet to 
parties who have looked into the matter close. 
ly this request does not present such a fair 
appearance, and has elicited considerable ade 
verse comment. It is claimed that the elevae 
tors are not doing the fair thing by the coun- 
try shipper, and are merely striving to shift 
the responsibility for the shortage in weights 
complaineu of from their own shoulders to 
that of the Exchange. That the country ship- 
per of grain is as much the patron of the ele- 
vator asthe city grain receiver or the city 
shipper can not be gainsaid. Nearly all grain 
arrivingin this market goes into elevator. 
This is particularly the case with grain receiv- 


ed on this side the river, which, by 
a certain arrangement between the 
railroad coompanies and the ele- 


vators, goes directly into the elevators 
on this side, whether so ordered by the ship- 

er or receiver or not. Thus the elevators 

ave direct control of all tpis grain, but also 
are as naturally dependent upon the country 
shipper to filitheir bins as they are upon the 
commission merchants of thiscity. Several 


years agothese complaints of short weights © 


were 80 Dumerous and clamorons that finally 
the elevator men were ftorced to take cogniz- 
ance ofthem. They then made the proposi- 
tion to the Exchange that a chief weigher 
be appointed by the Exchange, who should 
have direct control of all the weighers at the 
different elevators, and that these weighers 
should be sworn intor their duty by the Ex- 
change and under the direct supervision of this 
chief weigher. This proposition was ac- 
cepted by the Exchange. A _ chief 
weigher was then appointed and has 
been since every yvwar. An immediate 
stoppage of the complaints did not follow to any 
appreciable extent, but they have existed ever 
since as loudly and steadily as they did at any 
time prior to this arrangement. The only 
difference that was discovered was purely on 
the side of the elevators, in that it entirely re- 
lieved them of all responsibility in the matter, 
For if a receiver came to the elevator men with 
the usual complaints of short weigchtsin grain, 
he was met with, ‘‘We have nothing to do 
with this. Your Exchange has appointed a 
chief weigher to supervise the weighing of 
ail grain goinginto our houses, and our weigh- 
ers are men sworn in by your Exchange. Con- 
sequently the Exchange is alone responsibie 
for ches short weights, and we are not.’’ 

The present proposition of the 
eleyator men, the proposition that 
is now before the Exchange, and which 
isto be put into practical form by Ay teeny 
committee and then acted upon by the Board 
of Directors, is simply another scheme, so i¢ 
is claimed, whereby the elevator men are 
further relievea of all. blame in ab of 
weights of grain and the entire biame is 
shifted upon the Exchange and the receivers 
of grain. The Exchange, if these men are ap- 
pointed, will then, in the view of the country 
shipper, have entire control of all the grain 
arriving here, and to the Exchange the coun- 
try shipper wiil look if he finds a continued 
discrepancy between his weights and those of 
this city. The!tExchange will not alone as- 
sume ailthe responsibility and blame attaching 
to this, but it also stands the cost of maintain- 
ing this extra and naturally large force, as the 
elevators in their modest request asked that 
these weighers and inspectors be employed 
and paid by the Exchange. It may be tnat the 
elevators ask thisin order that the country 
shipper and the city receiver might feel safer 
having the weighing of the grain entrusted to 
men who were directly in the pay of the Ex- 
change, and not of the elevators. It is strong- 
ly asserted that this system of Exchange 
weighing will not meet and settle the short- 
weight question satisfactorily by any means. 
The detectives in the yards are good as far as 
they go, but nomanor men can follow a car- 
load of grain from the car until it reaches the 
bin in the elevator. The opponents of this 
latest proposition say there is but one way to 
meet this thing squarely. gThat is 
to have a State warehouse and inspection law, 
with a State Register and registration of 
elevator receipts, a Warehouse Commisstoner 
appointed by the 8tete and subject only to its 
uws, who shall have the powerto supervise 
all tne elevators, inspect its DOOKs and stock 
of grain, and alone be empowered toreport 
the nmount of such stocks of grain the differ- 
ent elcvators hoid. In short, such a law as Il- 
linois hus and which controls and directs the 
immense elevator interests of Chicago. The 
tuct is pointed to that in Chicago the elevators 
are not the huge monopoly that they are open- 
ly acknowledged to be now in St. Louis, and

the commission merchapt and ship- 
per of Chicago are not afraid 
to open their mouths against 
the elevators of their market, while 


here they dare not say a word, at least open- 
ly. Norare the complaints of short weights 
heatd of against that market as they are in St. 
Louis, where the shortage runs frequently all 
the wavy trom one to twenty-five bushels and 
even bigher tothe car. This satisfactory state 
of affairs ip Chicago is acknowledged to arise 
entirely from the jact that the State has charge 
of the weighing, registering ana inspection of 
all grain received there, and it is claimed that 
St. Houis will never attain the same enviable 
position§ and never escape the denunciations 
of the conntry until its elevators are also put 
under the supervision of the State.

DENOUNCED AS A TRAITOR. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 27.—The Sultan 
has decided to denounce Arabi Pasha as a 
traitor. 

DERVISCH PASHA. 

The Sultan received Dervisch Pasha on his 
return from Egypt very coldly, and com- 
plained that he did not persuade Admiral 
Seymour to delay the bombardment. 

ARABI’S PROCLAMATION. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 27.—An official telegram 
from the rebel zovernment, dated Cairo, July 
26, says: “Armaments continue on an ex- 
tensive scale. Volunteers are arriving from 
Upper and Lower Egypt. Some chiefs of the 
Bedouins, who prior to the bombardment 
were known as partisans of the Khedive, 
have promised fidelity, and all the best class 
of Mussulmans, including the princes and 
princesses of the Khedive’s family now in 
Cairo, are aiding the Government. 
Ladies have formed a committee for the 
preparation of lint. The British have been 
defeated in two engagements, leaving forty 
killed.’’ The Official Gazette publishes a 
letter from Arabi Pasha which declares that 
any person found in possession of the procla- 
mation dismissing the Arabi Pasha Ministry, 
circulated by the Khedive’s emissaries, will 
be court-martialed. The army will do its 
duty and defend the country to the 
last extremity. If the commercial 
and political interests of the Powers 
do not induce them to stop the British inva- 
sionaterribie struggie must ensue. Some 
Italians, Swiss, German and French remain 
in the public administration and continue to 
receive marks of confidence, notwithstanding 
the British intrigues to depopulate Ezypt. 

TROOPS LANDED. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 27,12 M.—Ejight hun- 
dred soldiers are now being landed from the 
troop ship Orontes. The Orontes, after their 
disembarkment, will proceed to Port Said

MINING ADVENTURE. 


Thrilling Experience of Two Pennsyl- 
vania Coal Miners. 
From the Scranton (Pa.) Republican. 

The most thrilling occurrence that has hap- 
pened in this vicinty fora long time took 
place at the Oxford shaft, Hyde Park, Tues- 
day morning, two men having had a most 
marvelous escape from death. Mr. Thomas 
Richards, a member of the Continental Club, 
that flourished in this city some time ago, is 
whatis called the donkey runner at that 
mine. Every two or three days it is his cus- 
tom to enter the shaft tosee what water there 
is in the mine, as well as to keep the engine 
in good working order. At8o’clock on the 
above morning he intended to make the trip 
and askea Mr. James Lewis, another work- 
man, to accompany him. The Oxford mine, 
it should be remembered, is now idle, and 
no men are inside the works. Mr. Lewis 
consented, and they took their positions on 
the car and were lowered to the Rock vein, 
at which working another carriage is taken to 
descend to the Clark vein, where the engine 
to be visited was. The change was safely 
made, the signal given and they were low- 
ered. When within eighty-five feet of the 
bottom of the shaft water appeared upon the 
carriage, noticing which, Lewis said that their 
feet would get wet, but not thinking there 
was any danger. Richards, however, was 
better acquaiated with the mine, and knew 
that the shaft was flooded, which was only 
too true, the water having overflowed a dam 
at the Rock vein above and filled the mine to 
the depth of thirty-five feet. When Richards 
saw the water, with a spring from the side of 
the carriage he reached the side of the shaft 
and clung to a water-pipe that pazsed down 
the shaft. He called to Lewis to do the 
same, but the latter, realizing the danger 
now, was too excited and failed to follow. 

The engineer at the topof the shaft was 
not aware of the matter, and kept letting the 
car down. When it began to enter the water 
it was a little tight, as it always is in passing 
that point, and the man at the engine gave 
additional steam, which plunged the car con- 
taining Lewis into the water. His foot be- 
came fastened in some way, and before he 
loosened himself, which he finally did by 
pulling his foot from the boot, he had gone 
under the water some twenty-eight feet. As 
soon as freed his body floated to the surface, 
where he grasped the rope, which attaches 
tothe roof of the carriage, and floundered 
about. The engineer stood at his post en- 
tirely unaware ofthe exciting time below. 
Nothing appeared wrong, and he waited for a 
signat. Inthe meantime Richards, who had 
jumped from the car, was undergoing a se- 
vere struggie. As he clung tothe pipe the 
top of the carriage in going by rubbed him

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The Poison of Tobacco Smoke. 
From the London Times. 


A series of experiments have been recently 
conducted by Herr Kissing, of Bremen, with 
the view of ascertaining the vroperties of 
nicotine and other poisonous eubstances in 
the smoke of cigars. He specifies as strongly 
poisonous constituents carbonic oxide, sui- 

huretted hydrogen, prussic acid, vicoline 
Saea.ane nicotine. The first three occur how- 
ever, in such smail proportions,and their vola- 
tility is 80 great, that their sharein the action 
of tobacco smoke on the system may be neglect- 
ed. The picoline bases, too, are present in 
comparatively smail quantity, so that the 
poisonous character of the smoke may be al- 
most exclusively attributed tothe large pro- 
portion of nicotine present. 

Only asmail part of the nicotine in a cigar 
is destroyed by the process of smoking, and a 
relatively large portion of nicotine in the 
smoke depends, of course, essentially on the 
kind of tobacco, but the relative amount of 
nicotine which passes from a cigar into smoke 
depends chiefly on how far the the cigar has 
been smoked, as the nicotine contents of the 
unsmoked part of a cigar is in inverse ratio 
to the size of this part, more nicotine 
the shorter the part. Evidently, in a burning 
cigar, the slowly advancing zone of glow 
drives before it the distilablie matters, so 
that in the yet unburnt portion a constant 
accumulation of these: takes place. It would 
appear tnat in the case of cigars that are poor 
in nicotine, more of this substance. relatively 
passes into smoke than in the case of cigars 
with much nicotine; also that nicotine, not- 
withstanding its high boiling point, has re- 
markable volatility.

AT ALEXANDRIA. 


Pictures from the Recent Terrible Bom- 
bardment—The Big Guns. 
From the London Telegraph. 


Twenty-four hours’ notice given by the 
| British admiral to the Egyptian mutineer 
commandant expired at 5 o’clock on Tuesday 
morning, and by that hour the dawn gave 
sufficient light to enable the men on board 
the British ships to see the Arabs ashore 
grouped around their guns, and their batter- 
ies in full fighting trim. The sight evidently 
pleased the sailors, who had feared that at 
the last moment the enemy would concede 
all that had been demanded, and so stop the 
encounter which they were eager to begin, 
owing to the contemptuous and insupporta- 
ble persistence of the Egyptians in compiet- 
ing their fortifications in defiance of tbe 
British Admiral’s objections. As early as 
4 o'clock in the morning the crews 
had gone to quarters and every vessel was in 
war order, topgallantmasts and yards in 
those which carry them on deck, topmasts 
housed, stays and backstays snaked,jJand in 
all readiness for the approaching conflict. As 
the sky brightened in the east andthe sun- 
light shone broad on the green waters or on 
the gleaming, sandy shore, studded with 
Arab huts and towérs, rounding into the 
western harbor, the scene was extraordina- 
rily imposing. The flat coast-line full of 
guns, and here and there a Genevaor con- 
sul’s flag fluttering its folds in the soft, warm 
air, whilst seaward were the British men-of- 
war, huge shapes of iron slowly advancing to 
take up their respective stationa, the silence 
of death prevailing among the masses of mo- 
tionless men grouped along the deck. 

One thing and another delayed the opening 
signal until a chorus of ship’s bells told that 
it was 7 o’clock; but then the word was giv- 
en, and a spirt of red flame gushed from the 
Alexandra, the roar of the immense piece 
rolling across the town and far into the heart 
of the sandy land. This was buta signal; the 
real thunder of the fight followedin shotted 
gun after gun. Do the Egyptian batteries 
fly? There was a trying interval of suspense, 
while every ironclad is roaring out her chal- 
lenge. Difficult as it is to realize, yet in so- 
ber truth, compared to such acannonade as 
this, Trafalgar and St. Vincent, and the more 
recent Crimean bombardments, were child’s 
play. In Nelson’s time the biggest guns 
afloat were the sixty-eight pound carronades, 
and instead of Nordenfeidts the tops bristied 
with muskets little better than blunder»usses. 
The concussion of a single explosion of an 
eighty-one ton gun aboard the Inflexible 
weuld have shaken down every bulkhead in 
the three-deckers of the British and com- 
bined fleets off Cadiz. But here, studding 
the Alexandrine waters, were huge ships 
swiftly discharging hard upon eighty gigantic 
pieces, the least of which was twelve, whilst 
the greatest was eiguty-one tons. 

The persistence of the Egyptians, the de- 
termined courage with which they stood their 
ground and plied their batteries, in a very 
short time awakened the admiration of our 
seamen. It was soon perceived that, bad they 
possessed largercapacity as artillerisis and 
been better ammunitioned with shells, their 
stubborn pluck would have rendered them a 
dangerous foe. They appeared to perish re- 
signedly under the terrific fire of our iron- 
clads. They worked when they could with 
all the calculation their science would admit 
of, singling out certain ships, such as the 
great Intlexible, as if they hoped their 
eighteen-ton guns could penetrate the armor 
of these vessels. Their tactics showed plenty 
of pluck, but they were without the science 
to give efficacy to their resolution or fanati- 
cism. But their adherence to their posts 
really excited respect. It seems strange that 
human beings could be found to go on work- 
ing artillery amidst the huge shells which 
burst in thunder over their heads or scattered 
enormous ruin around as they exploded like 
earthquakes on the ground. That the very 
forts snould resist for any length of time the 
titanic storm of vast missiles hurled at them 
was not to be expected. They were soon 
pounded and crumbled into dust, as far as 
form and outline went. 
ALEXANDRIA, Wednesday Morning, 10:50 
A. M.—After sending you my telegram of yes- 
terday afternoon! expected the cannonade 
would have continued, because the Monarch 
and the Penelope had come round inside the 
harbor, and the thunder of their guns was 
still now and then ominously roiling. A vast 
cloud of smoke hung drifting over the city of 
Alexandria, and flames were rising from one 
wing of the Khedive’s Palace as well as from 
the buildings under the Pharos, The forts 
on shore were replying with only an occa- 
cional gun, but we evidently had not yet si- 
jlenced Fort Gabara and one or two others. 
Suddenly the two iromclads ceased to send 
from their sides those thick rings of whirling 
smoke with the fiery center, and a strange 
quiet ensued, which was followed by the slow 
departure of these two war ships from the 
vicinity of the shore. They had seen and 
answered a signal from the Admiral to cease 
firing. Thus practically ended the work of 
those terribie nine hours, during which, for 
the first time, our mighty modern artiliery 
had spoken forth in anger. None then knew 
on board the fleet what havoc of life and 
limb lay behind the crumbled masonry and 
shattered earthbanks which could be seen. 
The Egyptians had jstood up to us gallantly 
and must, we know, have paid heavily. 


Darkness now settled upon the scene of 
wrath and desiruction. The great war-ships 
were one by one withdrawn from their posi- 
tions, feeling their way with the utmost 
caution through the shoals and narrow passes 
of the harbor and its approaches. Arabi 
had, of course, extinguished all guiding 
lights, and only the gleam of a few lamps 
marked the city. The vessels of the fleet 
were eventually ranged in a line, with an 
offing of about three miles, and, all night 
long, bright, searching beams of the electric 
light played along the water from the maia- 
top of each ironclad, falling sometimes in 
patches of sharp radiance on the low-lying 
coast. There must have been fresh terror 
for Arabi’s men in those piercing midnight 
rays of mysterious glitter wuich lit up the sea 
in quest of boats or torpedoes, and then sud- 
denly flashed and flickered along the land. 

This morning, when day dawned, the grim 
fighting ships of Great Britain were rolling 
slowly on aswell which had come in from 
the northward and westward. The morning 
was dull and cloudy and the sea leaden-coi- 
ored. In the stillness of this heavy. unusual 
weather the flagson all the fleet were seen 
to be lowered half-mast, and one of the gun- 
boats presently was observed stealing round 
among them, collecting our dead. These 
were only five or six in number, and did not 
inciude a single ofiicer, although among the 
twenty-seven wounded during the action of 
Tuesday Lregretto have to mention Lieut. 
Jackson, who was badly hurt by the spiinters 
from a shell which fell on board the Inflexi- 
ble. I believe it wastbe very same shot as 
that which killed the carpenter of the ship. 
Our losses on Tuesday, though to be lament- 
ed, were really very light, considering the 
length of the engagement. This was chiefly 
due to the fact that Arabi’s men had moving 
targets to aim at, and could hardiy get off two 
consecutive rounds at us without a mon- 
strous shell breaking like a voicano amidst 
them or a hail from the deadly 
Gatlings scoujging them away from their 
platforms. The gallant dead were committed 
‘to the deep, without any complaint this time 
from British lips, for the sea is the natural 
cemetery of sailors killed in action.yWhen 
the funeral ceremony had been completed, 
the ironclads and their pluckv little consorts 
once again ran their fighting-flags up to the 
peak, and rode to their anchors, or slowly 
forged ahead, all stripped for action and in 
fighting order, Beyond the troubled and dis- 
colored waters Alexandria iay,a low gray 
line, broken here and there by windmills, 
sbattered lighthouses, and the shaft of Pom- 
y’s Piliar, Some of its defenses nad evi- 
dently still to be suodued.

The Unfortunate Career of a New York

She confessed that she had 
set fire to tne boarding-house in order to 
make Miss Gabadan believe that the stolen 
articles bad been destroyed by the flames. 
Mrs. Parish will be arraigned inthe Jefferson

GOUNOD’S LOVE. 


The Scandal of the Great Composer Re- 
called by a Divorce Suit.

curious and not particularly edifyin 
case has been up before the London pet ben 
again, the well-known Mre. Georgina Wel- 
don having sued for a restitution of conjugal 
rights and obtained a decree. Her husband 
had alleged misconduct on her part, but fisd- 
ing that evidence would be lacking on a trial 
he withdrew his defénse. Mrs. Weidon made 
her usual scene in court, loudly expressing 
her disgust that the case should be **bushed 
up,” and endeavoring to get a lot of names 
before the public, until Sir James Hannen 
grew angry and ordered her to “hold her 
tongue and leave the box.” Mrs. Weidon as 
Miss Treherne married in 1860 Capt. 
William Henry Weldon. She was a 
vocalist and after her marriage established 
a sort of musical orphanage for the io- 
struction of childrer in.music according to a 
method of her own and dabbied in s} iritu- 
alism. She lived at Tavistock House, in Lon- 
don—where Dickens had lived during many 
years—and in orderto make it aliterary and 
artistic center she went lion-hunting in May, 
1871, and captured Gounod, the composer. 
fhis capture resulted in one of the most re- 
markabie relationson record. “He seemed 
tometobea good angel whom God had 
placed in my way,’’ she wrote on first meet- 
ing him, and she set herself with ali her 
strong will and keen wit to capture the au- 
thor of ‘‘Faust,” who ere long was signing 
himself “Your old papa,’? and addressing 
her as “‘Ma cherie” and “My dear liitle dar- 
ling.’? Inthe fall of 1871 Gounod gave up 
his family, friends and country to goand 
reside at Tavistock House, where Mrs. Wel- 
don first became his amanuensis and then 
took the management of his business affairs. 
When Mme. Gounod attempted to intervene, 
her husband insisted that the state of his 
mental and physical health forbade his return 
to Paris, and tbat, while he preserved a pro- 
found and sincére attachment for her, he 
would never abandon his admirable friends, 
the Weldons. 

In the fali of 1872 Gounod’s mind gave way 
and he spentsome timein an asyium, but 
on his recovery returned to Tavistock House 
and recommenced his letters to his **Kitten,”? 
cheerfully signing himeelf her “Oid Tom- 
Cat.’’ At this time—early in 1873—Mme. 
Gounod sent her son over to England as an 
am"assador to rescue his papa. The young 
man seems to have made love to Mrs. Weldon, 
who gave him a motherly wigging and for- 
bade him the house, while his father solemn- 
ly cursed him—in poetry—and disowned him, 
for beating his mother, to whom the young 
plenipotentiary returned unsuccessful and 
discontented. During six days of the week 
Gounod wrote, composed and piayed, Mrs. 
Weldon acting now in a maternal and anon in 
an infantile capacity, sitting on his knee to 
stroke his baid head and “cuddle up in his 
arms like a baby’’ during the evening, and 
then “tucking him up 1n bed and reading him 
achapter out of the Bible”? On Sunday 
Gounod received company, assisted by 
his hostess, while Captain Weldon 
kept the visitors’ book. Gounod instructed 
her Gounod choir, set her songs to music and 
followed her everywhere most dutifully, 
though he was once somewhat put out when, 
at aconcertinthe Alexandra Palace, where 
he was to conduct the orchestra, she followed 
him upon the stage, chucked him under the 
chin and asked the audience if he wasn’t ‘“‘a 
dear old man.’’ She wrote him up and wrote 
the critics down in the press, got into trouble 
through “inventing” a penny postage stamp 
with Gounod’s head on it im place of the 
Queen’s, and embellished her letter paper 
with a map showing the routes from all parts 
of the world to Tavistock House. In the early 
summer of 1874 Gounod went mad again, and 
while recovering at Blackheat@ was visited 
by some old friends from Franee, who in- 
duced the old man to cross the Channel and 
bid adieu forever to ““Mimi’? an@ her husband 
*Poomps.”? 

Affection now soured into hatred. Gounoa 
brought suit to recover his copyrights and 
the scores of **Polyeucte’’ and “Georges Dan- 
din,’”? and the Weidons retorted by producing 
an assignment to them of the property, by 
entering action for his board for three years 
and by threatening to burn the scores. Gou- 
nod was sosure that this threat would be 
carried out that he had spent ten months re- 
writing “Poiyeucte’’ from memory, when the 
score was mysteriously restored to him. Mrs. 
Weldon went to Paris and tried to catch him 
on the stage of the Opera duringa re- 
hearsal, but his friends hurried him out a 
side door. Her husband then separated from 
her and left her to carrv on her musical 
orpbanage, teach musicand sing from time 
to time at London concerts. Once he had her 
arrested and she would have been confined in 
a junatic asylum but for a lucky accident—so 


she averred. He insisted that she 
was laboring under a  delusion—at 
any rate this set her to exposing 


the abuses of lunatic asylums, lecturing, 
writing letters and making periodica appear- 
ances at the police courts. In 1879 sne in- 
ducea the London Figaro to take up the 
cudgeis for her, and to attack her husband 
and Sir Henry de Bathe for conspiring to put 
her in an asylum and have her tickled to 
death, like the wives of Bluebeard, after 
which the Captain was to marry Sir Heury’s 
eldest daughter. The simple-minded jour- 
nalist who published this tale was heavily 
fined, but waa more fortunate than the lady 
herself, who was sent to Newgate for libel- 
ing the well-known concert manager, M. 
Riviere, by writing letters accusing him of 
sunary peccadilloes, such as being a bigamist 
a galley-siave and aforger. During her im- 
prisonment Captain Weldon took possession 
of Tavistock Huuse and expelled the musical 
orphans. This ied to her suit fora restitu- 
tion of conjugal rights, in the course of which 
she made sundry edifying allegations as to 
ber husband‘s characier avd conduct. This 
was ber last appearance uatil the case was 
decided in her favor on the 13th inst.

How Children are Killed in Berlin. 


The Berliner Zeitung prints a more detailed 
account than has yet appeared of the recent 
shooting of three children by a sentry in 
Berlin. Two of the children, 11 and 13 years 
old, were, it appears, piaying on some of the 
grass plots around the Invalidensaule when 
vacy were warned off by the sentry stationed 
at the Columns. After being spoken to 
several times they seemed to have left the 
forbidden ground; but when the sentry was, 
relieved at 5 p. m., they came back again on 
the grass. ‘The new sentry in turn ordered 
them off, but this time, instead of obeying, 
thev began to mock the sentry and throw 
stones athim. ‘Thereupon the latter brought 
down his rifle to the loading position 
and loaded with ball cartridge. Seein 
this the children fled im terror, an 
had nearly reached 
when a report was heard, and the two 
children, together with a third child, 12 vears 
old, who by chance came on to the square at 
the moment, all fellto the ground. Passers- 
by hastened to the spot, when it was found 
that the third child, who had quite acci- 
dentally appeared on the scene, was dead, 
while the other two were badly wounded. 
Tne bullet fired by the sentry nad, in fact, 
struck one chiki below the right shoulder 
and passed out again at bis back, bad then 
passed throuch the fleshy part of the arm of 
the second child, and had finally struck the 
third child on the righ! side of the chest and 
passed through his lungs. The sentry was 
at once relieved, and an inquiry has since 
been held, but itis reported that the court 
found that the soldier acted within his 
rights, and that consequently be could not 
ve punished in any way.

And yet between France and the angry Mo- 
hammedan world, and between France and 
the jealous machinations of other European 


Powers, England stands forth as the aggres- 


sor and responsible actorin this Egyptian 
matter, while France, reserving herself for 
eventualities without actually abandoning 
Englandin the breach, is leaving the brunt 
of the business to the latter, and listening 
complacently to the compliments the world is 
paying to the peaceful, non-aggressive 
spirit of the French Republic, its defer- 
ence to the concert of Europe, and its gen- 
erous recognition of the consideration due 
tothe autonomy of weaker nationalities in 
all its suggestions in regard to the final set- 
tlement of the Egvptian question. Nay, the 
decadence of French military spirit under 
the Republic is becoming a common news 
paper theme. Doubtless the Europe that 
once united to suppress Republicanism in 
France as the great disturber of the peace of 
nations, will do well to recognize a degree of 
truth in these compliments; for even the 
most military Republic is less inclined to ag- 
gressive war than are the monarchies. But

In support of this idea we 
are reminded of the growth of cottonwoods, 
box elders, willows, wild plums, crab apples, 
ete., in prairie districts, after they are fenc- 
ed, cultivated and protected from fire. But on 
the other hand we have the well known 
fact that fringes of woodland and groves of 
all sorts and sizes, surrounded by prairies of 
the rankest grass, have not only withstood 
the fires ever since this country was discov- 
ered, but have slowly encroached on the lim- 
its of the treeless area. Moreover, all but a 
comparatively small part of our prairies has 
for centuries been, and still is, covered with a 
short, curly grass that makes but a feeble 
fire, and science will probably, if it has not 
already, explain the absence of trees in our 
prairies by reference to the peculiarities of 
climate, soil, etc., which account for the dis- 
tinctive fauna and flora‘separated by the line 
between timber and plain all the world 
over. There is a great variety of prairie 
soils, yet there are certain peculiarities 
by which an expert can distinguish prairie 
corn from timber corn, and a giance detects 
asgreata difference between specimens of 
the same species of trees grown on a prairie 
and on a real timber soil, as between a prai- 
rie wolf and a timber wolf, or between a 
prairie rattlesnake and the timber species. 
Besides, itis by no means settled yet that 
arboriculture is going to prove generally 
successful on the plains. In the most fa- 
vored localities, where the timber and prairie 
seem to be merging into each other, trees on 
prairie soi] are attacked by borers and other 
fatal influences from which they seem to be 
exempt in a forest land, and the prairie winds 
are also found to be great obstacles to perfect 
development of tree plantations.

TWO NOTED “VAGS.” 

Notorious ‘‘Spooney” B

Two criminals were sent out of the city yes. 
terday, under the provisions of the vagrant 
act, who have made themselves notorious to 
the police during the past seven or eight years. 
Ed. Hill, alias Ed. Johnson, has served two 
terms in the Missouri Penitentiary for burglary 


and larceny and would probably 
be in that institution at this 
time if he were given his just 


lin avenue in company with some other men 
and burglarized it. He was caught soon after. 
wards by Detective Desmond and the case set- 
tled on him. He was sent tothe Penitentiary 
for two years. In 1877;he returned to the city 
and recommenced his operations. He stolea 
large quantity of goods from a dry goods store 


on Fifth street and disposed ofthem. In this 
burglary he displayed a total absence 
of tear. He had an express wagon 
waiting for him in the alley in the rear of the 
store tocarry off his plunder. He would fill 
his arms and carry the load to the wagon, and 
then go back and repeat the operation. When 
he had secured a load, which consisted of 
valuable silks and laces tothe value ot several 
thousand dollars, he quietly drove away. For 
this crime he enjoyed immunity from arrest 
for several months. Finally Detective Des- 
mond, who had been put on the case, arrested 
him in Olabber alley. He hada been 
seen to ‘‘fence’’ some of the goods and 
this led to his detection. In a house in 
the alley were found the balance of the goods 
taken from the Fifth street store,

A BLAZE OF LIGHT. 


Plan foran Extensive Street Nlum! 
tion During fair Week. 


The itlumination of the city during 
Feir week on the route of the Veiled Proph- 
ets’ procession has been for some days past 
the topic of serious thought and discue- 
sion amongst the leading merchants. Last 
year the merchants of Fourth street tilumt- 


nated their street from Washing- 
ton avenues to Pine  astreet. Ht 
proved such a grand success on 


that street that they have determined 
to illuminate on a much grander scale Fourth 
and Fifth streets from Washington avenue to 
Walnut street and Washington avenue from 
Fourth to Eighth street, in the following 
manner: Along the curbstones of the streets 
designated and on an even line with the top 
of the lamp-posts wi!) be a line of gas-pipe, 
slightly arched, and bearing different colored 


globes about eighteen inches apart. At every 
e even feet of this line will be erected a tree 
bearing twenty colored globes, and from 
every other tree slong the route 
will be a pipe stretching across 
the sidewalk to the second story of each 
building, bearing in the center a tree of like 
dimensions. Across the principal streets at 
the inte section of each cross way will be 
thrown an arch of colored globes to corre- 
spond with the§principal line of illumination, 
the whole to be brilliantiy lighted by gas, 
The St. Louls Gas Light Company has offered 
to put up tbe work at the exact cost of ma- 
terial and labor, and has donated the gas 
used on the occasion, not only for the night 
of the V. P. procession, but on every night 
thereafter during Fair week. The material 
after this week will be  care- 
fully warehoused by the gas 
company for the use of the streets on «ny 
future occasion, and will be the property of 
the subscribers, To carrv out this elaborate 
scheme the sum of $18,000 to $20,000 will be 
required, and while ic is certain that the mer- 
chants on the line of tue illumination will sub- 
scribe liberally, still the amount required 1;

The Artillery of the Egyptians. 
From tne London Timés, 


The Egyptian gunners appear to have stood 
manfully Dy their guns, in spite of the terrific 
fireto which they -were subjected. Their 
practice was not first-class. But the compar- 
ative immunity with which the fleet was en- 
abled to run the gauntlet of the forts is doubt- 
less to be attributed less to the inaccuracy of 
the enemy’s fire than to the obsolete char- 
acter of bis ordnance. His weapons were of 
the same pattern which we found wholly in- 
affective ourselves agaipst the Russian forti- 
fications, and which we eventually superseded 
by rifled guns long in the chase. 

It is impossible to state with any degree of 
certainty how the forts were armed, but it is 
manifest that they were mainly defended by 
smooth-bore guns throwing solid spherical 
shot. The 9-inch 12-ton muzzie-loaders which 
the Kgyptians are known to possess have only 
a velocity of 1,249 feet, and a.penetration of 
8 7 inches at 1,000 yards. The English muzzle- 
loaders of the same weight and calibre have, 
ona the other hand, a velocity of 1,420 feet, and 
a penetration of 10.2 inches, under the same 
conditions; while eur new 9.2-inch B. L. M. 
gune have a velocity of 1.868 feet, and a pene- 
tration of 186 inches at 1,000 yards. Some of 
ihe forts, it is true, evidentiy mounted rifled 
guns; bur, whether smooth-bore or rifled,they 
were of shorter range, and of considerable leas 
energy, than the guns employed against them. 

Aith. ugh, asa matter of faci, the Superp 
and the lnvine:ble are said to have oeen in- 
jured, and casualties are reported on board 
the whole of the armor-7lads, with the single 
exception of the Monarch, which, being a 
turret ship, would present a clear weather 
deck when equipped for action, the compara- 
‘ive insignificance of the losses and injuries 
demoustrates that tbe majority of the pvo- 
jectiles fell short, and that even when ibey 
hit the mark there was no “‘burst.”

Mr. W. H. Minor, of Peoria, Iil., arrived 
in the city this morning, and was on the floor 
of the Exchange all day. Mr. Minor, it 
might be well to state here, is 
the principal iong in the July oat 
deal now being run in this market and is here 
in his own interest to watch the market and 
direct the movements of his brokers in the 
management of the deal. A quiet, unassum- 
ing gentleman is Mr. Minor, who is well 
and favorably known in this market, 


as several years ago he was engaged in the 
commission business here as one of the firm 
of Green, Sherry & Minor. That be is a busi- 
ness man of tact and i experi- 
ence is shown by the fact 
that he has accumulated a 
jarge amount oof the wealth of 


this world. Rumor has it that he can count 
his wealth in the six figures, with a pretty 
large singie figure to begin the six with. He 
is not » man to talk freely at any time, and 
the last one to expose his private business 
tothe public, but he consented to have a 
quiet chat onthe subject of July oats with 
the Post-DiIsPpaTcH reporter in considera- 
tion of old times and acquaintance.

Parties there have written me that the deal 
is all settled up, but I know that Lafavette, 
Ind., is long a million bushels in Chicago 
and Peoria is long half a million more. None 
of this is settled, and Chicago oats will prob- 
ably go out at over 60c for July. New York 
is heavily oversold and the market is bare

How Irish Americans are Protected by 
Mr. Lowell. 


Mr. D. McSweeney, by an old citizen of St. 
Louis: 


Dundalk Co., South Ireland, 
May 26, 1882. . 

Your very kind letter reached me in this 
dungeon a few days ago. I beg to thank you 
for the kind interest you manifest in the 
cause of American citizens undergoing sen- 
tence of imprisonment jin this country. 
Numbers of “suspects” are being released 
daily, but you will be surprised to learn that 
on American citizen who has claimed 
American protection has been released 


far. Itis true, we could have been released 
on certain conditions. On the 23d of last 
month I received a letter from the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, informing me that he 
would be most gracionsiv pleased to unbo't 
my prison bars on condition that I would 
sign an undertaking to leave Ireland forth- 
with, to return to America and never again 
set foot on Irish soil. On ithis same day an 
American gentleman called on me and in- 
formed me thatthe sum of £40 was at my 
disposal at the American Consulate, Belfast. 
for the purpose of defraying my expenses to 
America, As I understand that considerable 
diplomatic correspondence has recently taken 
place between the government of the United 
States and that of Great Britain regarding 
the illegal imprisonment and detention of 
American citizens fin British bastiles, I pre- 
stiime that this kind and liberal offer on the 
part of the British authorities is the result 
of American intervention. Itis needless to 
tell you that I declined to leave my dungeon on 
those conditions. However, I must eay that 
this is a grand triumph for American diplo- 
macy. American statesmen deserve great 
credit for the able manner in which they have 
conducted the negotiations in this matter 
with Engiand—to wring such a concezsion 
from a great power withou: striking a blow, 
especially as Minister Lowell informs us that 
naturalized citizens of the United States are 
not American citizens and that in his 
opinion it would be absurd for 
them to claim protection from 
the American Government. But looking 
at the question from my point of view, from 
a cell in this dungeon,it does not appear that 
American citizenship amounts to 
much after ali. I have no doubt but the 
British Government would gladly extend the 
same liberal offer to every one of their thou- 
sand prisoners ia their Bastile in this coun- 
try, without any American intervention. My 
case is simply this: I was arrested, cast into 
THIS LOATHSOME DUNGEON, 

and sentenced to sixteen months imprison- 

ment without tria! by judge orjury. I have 
committed no crime kaownto English law. 
According to the infamous ‘‘Protection to 
person and property” actin order to imprison 
one it Was necessary to havea reasonable 

suspicion that he was guilty of some act pun- 

ishable bylaw. In my case there was not 
even a shadow of grounds for any such sus- 

picion. I defied the British Government to 
show that I violated any of their wicked laws. 
I stated this time and againtoour Minister 
at London. I also wrote to Mr. Biaine, while 

he was Secretary of State, and subsequently 
to Mr. Frelinghuysen. The authorities at 

Washington in are possession of all the facts 

in‘my case. Idid not burn my certificate of 
citizenship yet. I have it still in my posses- 

sion. Itis dated San Francisco, November 5, 
1860. There is no questiou raised as to its 

geuineness, and if the only redress my 

Governmentcan demand or obtain for me 
after twelve months’ false imprisonment in 
a British dungon, is a free pass to the United 
States, I tell them that I decline to accept my 
liberty on those conditions. I prefer to re- 

fer to remain in this bDastile until March 4, 
1884. It is possible there may be a new Chief 
Magistrate instalied inthe White House at 
Washington on that day, and that the new 
President may deem it his duty protect 
American citizens abroad until they violate 

some law or commit some crime. The paper 
which you kindly send me does not reach me 

here. No American paper, with the except- 

ion of the New York Times or some such 
paper, Which slanders Irish-American citi- 

zens, is admitted into anv of Her Majesty’s 
prisons in this country. 1 gather from the 
English papers that the great majority of the 
American people indorse the policy of coer- 
cion in this country,and that they are particu- 

larly pleased at this action in detaining Amer- 

ican citizensin prison without trial. If so, 

then hurrah for the Stars and Stripes.

THE TRIBUNE TROUBLE. 


Quarrel Over the Control of the Ger- 
man Afteruoon Paper. 


The spirit of discord has again entered into 
a newspaper office, and there is to be a mild 
sensation, if the signs do not fail. This time 
it is the St. Louis Tribune, the German even- 
ing paper, which is the cause of the trouble. 
From what can be learned the case stands as 


follows: 

The paper isowned by Wm. Kauffman, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, who holds a two-thirds in- 
terest, and Mr. Otto Hilpert, of this city, who 
owns a one-third interest. It seems that from 
the articles of agreement Mr. Hilpert was to 
be the business manager, and was to devote 
his whole time and attention to the journal 
Mr. Kauffman merely acting as financia 
backer. The editorial department has been 
in charge of Mr. Glogauer, who has, ag he 
claims, afull power of attorney from Mr. 
Kauffman. Trouble has been brewing for 
some time past between the editorial and 
business departments,and during the absence 
of Mr. Glogauer on a pleasure trip Mr, Hil- 
pert introduced to the employes Dr, QGuen- 
ther as the new editor, and gave 
orders that a notice be published 
stating that Mr. Glogauer was discharged 
and that Dr.Guenther would assume editorial 
contro!. At the earnest request of the Doc- 
tor the statement was not published, how- 
ever. Upon Glogauer’s return he offered to 
buy Mr. Hilpert’s interest or to seli Mr. 
Kauffman’s, neither of which offers were 
accepted. 

This morning Mr. Hilpert brought down a 
new foreman and ordered the old one to 
leave. This the latter, backed by Glégauer, 
refused to do, when he was arrested 
upon acharge of trespass—charges being pre- 
ferred by Mr. Hilpert and the orders being 
given by Capt. Fruchte. Orders were left at 
the « flice to forcibly eject Mr. Glogauer if he 
attempted toenter the editorial rooms. S80 
the case presents a peculiar appearance.

Special Corresponaence of the Post Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, MO., July 26.—When 
Jason made his celebrated voyage in the Ar- 
gosy after the golden fleece his expedition 
was attended with more fruitful results than 
that of this journalistic wool-gatherer, who 
traveled to the city of Jefferson to secure Gov. 
Crittenden’s opinion on the men and matters 
by whom and in which he had been vilipend- 
ed. Gov. Crittenden is rapidly passing into 
hietory, and it bas long been a labor 
of love with the said scribe to record 
those little peculiarities of this great man 
which show where his rounded periphery 
tangents with our common humanity. But 
the Governor does not like this sort of thing. 


When he carries the prophylactic byckeye or 
the talismanic potato he does not wish to 
courtthe meretricious glitter of newspaper 
notoriety therein, and he hateth the innocent 
instrument of this his advertising. 


Now, on reading the $Governor’s 
few feeble remarks to the  peo- 
ple of Missouri at Warrensburg 


assembled, I was struck by the fact that 
his Excellency had neglected to answer the 
charges against him made by his good people 
of Johnson county. A very natural omission, 
to be sure, seeing that his heart welled over 
with love and affection, that he was anxious— 
no man more so—to bury the tommy-hatchet, 
and tnat heis nobly disinclined to go digging 


hyena-like into the dead past. hile this 
Omission of the Governor to say 
anything in his speech of  vin- 


dication about the charges made in 
the PosT-DISPATCH does extreme credit 
to his heart, it does not satisfy the people 
who asked Gov. Crittenden to come forward 
and explain. 

With a view then of hearing what the 
Governor might wish to say, and giving it to 
the State, upon the questions raised, 
I jotted down the following conundrums,

**How do vou explain the shortage in your 
accounts as United States Assessor of the old 
Warrensburg district?” 

“What truth is there in the. charges of 
bfibery brought against you by ite Brinker 
Prosecuting Attorney of Johnson county in 
the Garrison case, and in other cases.’? 

“Have vou ever bribed a witness, and if 
so, whom?” 

‘Do you believe that the theory, advanced 
by some of your Warrensburg friends, is 
true, that a bribe-giver will in turn become 
a bribe-taker?’? 

To tell the truth, I did not believe that the 
conversation would get over a jolt of this 
kind without a little coolness on the part of 
the Governor, but I prepared some more 
questions, anyhow, in order to be able to re- 
sume the conversajion when the difficulty 
would be over: 

“Do you believe itis a fact that you have 
done more harm tothe Democratic party than 
ten years will undo??? 

“Did you order the St. Louis Police Board 
to see to the slugging of respectable citizens 
at the primaries who wanted to vote for 
Sherwood ?’’ 

‘“‘Are you not ashamed of that board?’ 

The Governor was sitting in his private of- 
fice reading the Post-DIspaTcH. He had 
been conning over the Warrensburg corre- 
spondence, and there was a tinge of acidity in 
his countenance as he turned toward me. I 
accosted him as blandiy as I knew how and 
asked him how he did. He informed me 
statuesquely that be was well, and frigidiy 
inquired how he could serve the subscriber.

I will not an- 
swer them. I will not be interviewed by 
you, sir.

*T will not listen to you, sir! There is the 
door !’? 

*'On, I know where the door is, Governor; 
but I wish you would let me read these ques- 
tions to you. I assure you they—”’ 

‘*Tbere is the door, sir!” and he pointed 
after the manner ofthe Benton statue in 
Lafayette Park. 

“‘Let’s reason this thing out. Now you 
ought to be angry at the paper, not at me; 
I will just show you the questions.”?
